(a)  Water  Sjup^lyj 

The  water  supply  continues  to  bo  satisfactory  both 
in  quality  and  quantity.  The  bacteriological  examinations  of  the 
supply  have  been  made  by  the  supplying  council,  Vfator  is  not 
liable  to  have  a  plumbo-solvent  action,  and  no  contamination  has 
been  detected,  therefore  there  has  been  no  necessity  for  any  action* 

4,079  yards  oi  new  main  wore  laid  in  addition  to  the 
extensions  for  new  housing  purposes.  Only  a  few  premises  in  very 
remote  parts  are  now  an  unreasonable  distance  from  a  main  water 
supply.  Fourteen  houses  wore  connected  to  the  main  and  there 
are  now  only  thirty-five  households  still  bringing  water  from  wells 
or  ether  scurcos.

During  the  year  the  responsibility  for  inspection  of 
dairy  farms  passed  frcm  tho  local  authority  to  the  ^H-nistry  of 
Agrioultnre  and  Fisheries#  The  local  authority  is  now  only

responsible  for  the  registration  and  supervision  of  milk 
distributors  and  tlieir  dairy  premises ^  these  dairies  not 
being  part  of  a  dairy  farm#  The  inspections  of  the  farms 
were  continued  right  up. to  the  1st  of  October  and  I  feel 
that  it  is  only  due  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  say  tliat 
in  my  opinion  he  gave  very  good  supervision  to  these  farms 
and  had  succeeded  in  voluntarily  getting  the  farmers  to 
reach  a  higher  standard.  This  was  due  to  the  frequent 
inspections  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  as  frequent  inspections 
v/ith  as  good  results  will  be  obtained  under  the  nev;  require¬ 
ments  • 


I  would  draw  yoiu'  attention  to  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector's  remarks  about  t he  largo  number  of  samples  of 
Tuberculin  Tested  milk  which  gave  unsatisfactory  results  on  being 
submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  test. 

The  responsibility  of  this  Council  for  issuing 
licences  for  pasteurisation  of  milk  was  transferred  to  the 
County  C'ounoil  on  the  same  date.  The  issuing  of  Dealer^s 
Licenses  is  still  the  responsibility  of  the  district  council. 

(b)  Ice  Cream. 


The  number  of  manufacturers  in  the  district  has 
been  very  much  decreased  and  the  number  of  retailers  selling 
pre-packed  ice  cream  is  as  much  increased.  Thirty-six  samples 
were  taken  during  the  year  of  which  thirteen  were  in  the  lavest 
grade  and  four  in  the  grade  above.

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MILK  SUPPLY. 


On  the  let  of  October  1949  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations  came  into  operation.  fhe  registration  of  all  dairy 
farmers  and  of  dairy  farms  became  the  responsibility  of  the 
Mnistry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  together  with  the  enfore- 
ment  of  various  provisions  relating  to  milk  at  the  place  of 
production.  The  local  authorities  still  remain  responsible 
for  the  registration  and  supervision  of  milk  distributors  and 
their  dairy  premises.  Although  it  had  been  known  for  a  long 
time  that  certain  functions  relating  to  milk  production  were 
to  be  transferred  to  the  l^inistry  the  duties  of  supervision  and 
sampling  were  not  neglected  during  the  year  and  routine  • 
inspections  of  farms  continued  up  to  the  time  of  the  transfer. 

The  number  of  samples  submitted  for  examination  almost  equalled 
the  previous  year,  as  the  folloaving  table  will  showi-

An  important  change  took  place  in  the  law  with  respect 
to  heat  treated  milks  when  the  above 'Regulations  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  of  October,  1949.  A  new  designation  ’’Sterilised”  was 
introduced  and  its  method  of  treatment  laid  dewn*  Licences  authoris¬ 
ing  the  pasteurisation  Or  sterilisation  ot  milk  on  the  premises  of  the 
applicant  are  now  granted  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  which  is  the 
Cheshire  Counby  Council  and  all  other  licences  under  the  Regulations 
by  the  Local  Authority,  In  Wilms low  there  is  one  pasteurising 
establishment  but  no  sterilisation  takes  place  within  the  district.

In  the  past  two  years  the  number  of  retailers 
has  trebled  but  in  the  same  period  the  number  of  manufactiu*ers 
has  been  halved*  The  reason  is  to  be  found  in  the  Ice  Cream 
(Heat  Treatment  etc)  Regulations,  1947,  which  require  ice  cream 
to  bo  treated  in  a  certain  manner  and  for  which  proper  equipment 
is  essential,  '  In  most  cases  the  shop  keeper  is  not  prepared 
to  take  steps  to  c  cmp ly  with  these  Regulations  and  he  prefers  to 
buy  his  supplies  from  a  wholesale  manulkcturer  ready  for  sale* 
Prior  to  the  above  Regulations  ice  cream  was  often  made  in  the 
scullery  or  kitchen  of  the  house  where  various  domestic  duties 
v/ere  performed*  These  rooms  are  no  longer  considered  suitable 
for  the  purpose*  Most  of  the  retailors  today  sell  ice  cream  in 
a  pro«paokod  form  either  wrapped  or  in  cartons  which  is  the 
meet  hygienic  method  of  soiling  this  commodity  for  consumption 
off  the  premises.  During  the  year  forty-one  samples  of  ice 
‘cream  were  submitted  for  examination,  but  the  folloiving ^ table 
shews  the  result  of  thirty-six  samples  only  as-  five  experiments 
wore  spoiled  at  the'  laboratory.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  hygienic  quality  of  the 
samples  of  ice  cream  made  locally  were  satisfactory,  only  one  sample 
falling  into  Grade  IV  and  none  into  Grade  III,  Unfortunately,  the 
results  of  samples  manufactured  in  other  districts  \vere  nob  so 
satisfactory  and  it  was  necessary  to  request  neighbouring  authorities 
to  investigate  two  sources  of  supply  from  which  several  unsatis¬ 
factory  samples  had  been  obtained*  As  the  result  of  action  taken 
in  connection  with  the  unsatisfactory  samples,  one  manufacturer 
lost  his  market  in  Wilms  low,  and  in  the  other  case  improvements  v/ere 
effected  Ih' the  supply. 


mTER  SUPPLY. 


Considerable  progress  has  been  made  by  the  Council 
in  its  efforts  to  provide  each  house,  in  the  district  with  a  piped 
water  supply.  Public  mains  have  been  extended  a  distance  of 
4,079  yards  over  several  lengths  of  road,  bringing  water  within 
a  reasomble  distance  of  every  house  in  the  area  v/ith  the  exception 
of*  premises  in  very  reevvto  parts,  A  further  fourteen  hiouses  ha've 
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boon  oomeotod  to  a  main  supply  in  the  course  of  the  year 
leaving  only  35  households  (or  #66^)  still  drawing  water 
from  wells  or  other  sources*  It  is  expected  that  many  of 
these  premises  will  also  enjoy  a  piped  supply  in  the  house 
before  the  end  of  the  present  year.  Considering  the 
character  of  the  district  this  is  most  favourable  when  one 
considers  that  in  a  recent  social  survey  carried  out  for 
the  Ministry  of  Works  of  households  in  the  London  area 
Have  no  piped  water  and  as  many  as  10^  in  , the  Midlands,  Wales 
ana  South  East  England* 

'  rats  MCE  (destruction)  ACT,  1919* 

No  important  change  .has  taken  place  in  this 
service  during  the  year.  The  Council  cor. tinned  to  employ  a 
full  time  Rat  Catcher  whose  duties  include  the  treatment  of 
private  dwellings,  business  premises,  the  surface  properties 
of  the  Local  Authority  and  the  sewers.  It  has  now  become 
well  known  that  the  Council  provide  a  service  for  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  those  pests  and  there  has  been  an  increased  demand  for 
the  sorvLa-eo  of  the  Rat  Catdier .  The  following  is  a  summary 
of  the  work  performed  by  the  Rat  Catcher  during  the  yeari-

Setbacks  hotvover, 
occurred  from  tin^e  to  time  owing  to  depletion  in  the  labour  force, 
vehicle  overhauls  etc,,  and  lack  of  reserves,  both  in  mc-n-powor 
and  vehicles,  brought  about  several  lengthy  periods  of  collection 
from  which,  for  the  reasons  mentioned,  it  was  difficult  to  recover* 
Delivery  of  the  new  vehicle  is  not  oxpootexi  until  Juno  1950,  -when 
it  is  hopod  an  iniprovomont  of  a  mare  pormaDuent  nature  xvill  bo 
nebiov^’d.
